The  paper  wight  well  be  ed¬ 
ited  by  John  Tetael,  the  »ercbwit  in  in¬ 
dulgences,  and  while  nominally  religious, 
positive  unbeliLVeis  did  much  of  its  work. 

Now,  between  these  two  men,  earning  a 
salary  and  no  more,  was  an  anxious,  am¬ 
bitious  literary  youth,  so  confounded  in 
course  of  time  with  Beecher’s  name  that  he 
could  not  keep  his  balance,  and,  being  a 
worse  actor  than  his  exemplar  aud  with  lees 
responsibility,  he  undertook  to  outdo  the 
latter  in  radicalism,  and  made  that  amusing 
journal  wild  and  himself  unpopular.  The 
literary  temperament  is  apt  to  be  nervous 
and  querulous,  and  Mr.  Tilton  probably 
thought  more  of  himself  in  those  halcyon 
times  than  of  his  wife.  She  therefore  with¬ 
drew  to  the  pastoral  spring  of  consolation 
that,  like  a  flowing  oil  well,  never  gave  out, 
ana  with  her  emotional  nature  she  gradually 
began  to  feel  home  repellent  in  the  exalta¬ 
tion  of  that  great  good  man’s  sympathy. 
Unnatural  relations,  more  intimate  than  any 
prudent  pastor  would  peimit,  grew  aod  grew; 
and  she  w  ho  loves  any  mao  more  than  her 
husband  has  already  wronged  hh».  These 
were  the  days,  no  doubt,  when  a  little, 
family  din  took  the  importance  of  outrage*. 
Besides,  there  ft  niothei-inrLw  in  the 
house. 

But  all  this  time,  Uke  a  bond 0**4  yet  eg 
egotist,  the  husband  was  b^rd  at  work  in 
that  employment  of  composition  which  per¬ 
mits  none  to  divide  his  attention-  Up  to 
the  time  of  the  discovery  of  strange,  appal- 
jng  relations  between  his  associate  and  hie 
wife,  there  is  every  record  that  Theodore 
Tilton  was  honestly  earning  his  bread  ;  that 
his  literary  style  was  not  lowered.
